At Goohen Jail 


At Goshen jail where Monico was 


taken after the accident he gave 
statement to Coroner E. B. Garrison 
and on his story and the facts 
learned at the accident he was held 
blameless. 
The same sta: ment of 


Monico indicated that he did not 
know what was in the 45 five-gallon 
cans which were on the truck he was 
operating at the time or what the 
numerous empty molasses barrels 
had been used for. The cans con- 
taining alcohol and the molane* bar- 
rels were scattered over the highway 
after the accident a.id Monlco stated 
that this waa the first Information he 
had as to the contents of the cans 
which made up his load. However 
he was taken In custody by federal 
alcoholic tax unit men and later when 
he was arraigned before U. S. Com- 
missioner Connelly here he waa held 
for District Court and gave bail in 
the sum of $500.
